I have known of them for 
some time. In a recent interview they told me the following: 

They were born in Cape Verde fifty years ago in very 
poor circumstancés, and were married there when about 
twnety years old. It is difficult to get exact dates as 
they do not remember, The parents of both of them were 
laborers, turning their hand to any labor that offered 
itself, and their ancestors before them had laborered in 
the same ways These two people came to San Francisco in 
1915, The husband having learned a little of cooking in 
the old country, secured employment as a kitchen hepler 
on a ship sailing out of San Francisco, and has been ever 
Since 3; employed first as kitchen helper, assistant cook 
and finally first cook by one ship company or another since 
that time. He is quite steadily employed being out of 
wokr very seldom. He has very little time at home with his 
family as he is on theship three to four weeks at a time 
end is home from seven to ten days between sailings. 

Like most of their race, they have quite a family 
of children, five in all, ranging in age from eight to 
eighteen years. 

This family acquired quite a little real estate 
since arriving here. They own a large, old fashioned, two 
story house and lot in Alameda on one of our principal 


streets. The house of course, is at least forty or fifty 


years Old and they must have bought it cheaply. They

Buying shifted from fancy groceries 
and canned goods to staples and bulk products. The variaxss 
Fodpaal relief oppo’ have helped his business some by 
giving people some cash to spend. The county grocery order 
were too much trouble and gave no profit, so he never ho- 
nored them, He says his business is ptcking up z little. 
However 1 am inclined to believe that is the result of 

his salesmanship and the taking business away from competi- 
tors, rather than of any up turn of conditions. 

Comparing life and conditions in Portugal and America, 
he had the following observations to offer: 

In Portugal, people like to enjoy life and let others 
enjoy it too. They work hadrd but without haste, after work 
they enjoy calmly a few simple planeues oe A glass of wine, 
a cigarette, a friendly chat: en feast days, a simple folk 
dance, a little drinking but no rough-housing. When a neigh- 
bor needs assistance they give it freely without thought ¢ 
payment, except that they know that should they need assis- 
tance in turn, they can expect it from their friends. On 
the other hand, in America, everybody is grafting, rushing 
around like crazy people, trying to eeu TEhé best of somebody 
else. "This country is too swelled up. Someday it is going 
to. bust up.” 


Regarding the present dictatorship in Portugal; asked 
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if he thought it would prevent a relapse into the former 
ages of monthly eae eae said he thought those 
days were over, that the dictator was pretty tough and had 
things well under control. However revolutions never bothered 
Madeira; they took whatever government came along, and pur- 
sued the even tenor of their lives regardless. 

Asked whether the Maderia people shared tle Azorean 
enthusiasm for coming under American ruley he said not, 
that the Azoreans who were anxious to have the United States 
purchase the Azores from Portugal) were just poor uneducated 
fellows who couldn't make a living in America, but wanted 
to stay in the Azores without having themselves or their 
children called for service in the Portuguése Army.

The equipment of tne Mee ar seems to be second hand, ert bute 
the good\are well displayed, and he is activé with his paint 
brush, putting prices of "leaders" on his windows. I have 
seen little of the house, but it has the same atmosphere:

Mr. ‘K, speaks English fluently, altho his lack of know- 
ledge of cultural and scientific terms, prevents him from 
expressing his ideas except with considerable circum location. 

He says he never got his final naturaliztion papers 


for the reason that he didn't have time to learn the answers 


to all the crazy quetions they asked, such &&/the names iy 
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of the presidents, etc. 
He has no delivery cary but makes limited deliveries 


in an old sedan he owns. Mos’ of his customers are from the 
near-by Portuguese and Italian settlements, people who have 
not got into the American habit of telephoning an order and 
expecting delivery; they go to the store and buy fe stuff 
home in their arms. 

As to persistence of old customs) the only one I no- 
ticed was the practice of eating cabbage soup (hortalica). 
together with a fatty suasage (linguica std washing it down 
with red wine. 

He was married only three or four years ago, after 
coming to California. His wife is a very charming young 
woman, whose inti manner must help her husband 
greatly in building up his business, although born in Ame- 
rica, she has more of the old world, feminine, shy charm 
than of the harum-scarum gaucherie of the usual immigrant's 
American born daughter.

Manuel Machado born in the Azore Islands. Portuguese. | 
Mr. Machado came to this country as a small boy 44 years 
ago. AS so many other Portuguese had come to California 
and settled around Lafayette and Walnut Creek and Concord 
and throughk the valley towns in Contra Costa County, so 
his father decided to do the same. There were four girls 
and one brother in the family. One of his sisters is dead, 
one sister is still living here, the other two sisters and 
his brother have returned to the Islands. 


The schooling of Mr. Machado was practically the schooling 
learned through hard work. He had little education. As a 
young boy he worked for nine years in and around Lafayette 
for various ranchers mostly engaged in dairying. In this 
way he learned fully about the making of good cheese, butter, 
and truck farming. 28 years ago he had saved up enough 
money to make the down payment on a 59 acre ranch which 

lies just about a mile beyond Lafayette toward Walnut Creek. 
This he planted to walnuts, fruit, bought some cows and 
began dairying on his own. Like practically all of the 
Portuguese in this section he saved his money. He had 
married. He and his wife worked hard. He had. married a 
daughter of a Portuguese family he had met near Lafayette. 
As he made a little money he bought real estate. He invested 
in Santa Cruz property where a colony of Pomrtuguese have 
long been established. About a year ago with the activity 

of the tunnel work and all and the consequent boost in 

land values he sold the ranch near Lafayette to a Mr. M. M. 
Garrett and decided to live in Santa Crta. They had had 

one daughter who had married and was living in San Jose.
